AT CATHEDRAL 


A congregation numbering approxi- 
mately 1200 followed with close inter- 
est the second lecture of the Rev. M, 
A. Chapman, on the explanation of 
“Where We Differ From our Non- 
Catholic Friends,” Next Sunday night 
he will be heard on “New Riddles and 
Old Answers.” 

Preaching on the text, “One Lord, 
One Faith, One Baptism,” Father 
Chapman began his second lecture to 
non-Catholics with the statement that 
the chief and underlying difference be- 
tween Catholic and non-Catholic Chris- 
tianity lies in the fact that the Catho- 
lic church stands for unity ugder au- 
thority, while the various non-Catho- 
lic denominations sprang from an in- 
sistence on the right of each individ- 
ual to interpret the Bible for himself. 
Explaining that such an idea was un- 
heard of during the fir8t 1500 years 
of the Christian era, and that no 
foundation for it exists in the Bible 
itself, the speaker went on to discuss 
the modern non-Catholic view of the 
Bible, as opposed to the Catholic 
teaching of the authority of the 
Church. : 

That the Catholic idea of the 
church differs radically from that of 
practically all non-Catholic denomin- 
ations, inasmuch as Catholics hold 
that the Church is a divine organism, 
founded by none other than Christ, 
protected against every teaching er- 
ror, was an important point stressed 
by the speaker. “The Protestant point 
of view might be summarized as the 
searching of men for God; the Catho- 
lic view is God seeking men” was an- 
other salient statement. 

In conclusion Father Chapman made 
a #trong appeal for a fuller and more 
intelligent study of the teachings of 
the Catholic Church. “The uni 
service of the Catholic Church today,” 
he said, “is to offer to the world a 
reasonable yet supernatural religion, 
divinely revealed, founded by and upon 
Christ, possessing authority—promis- 
ing salvation. The mere claim to an- | 
tiquity, while interesting to scholars, | 
is not our chief interest. But the 
Catholic Church with her vigorous

civil control of that part of Italy 
known as the papal states came 
to the Popes by gifts and not by 
conquests. -Again, there is the 
strong argument that shows that 
the temporal power was taken 
from its rightful sovereign, the 
Pope, by force of arms through 
the intrigues concocted in secret 
societies. That it was Garibaldi 
and his red shirt following that 
made the breach in Porta Pia 
through which Emanuel II enter- 
ed Rome, thus depriving the Pope 
of almost the last strip.of terri- 
tory in his territorial dominion. 
This unjust invasion took place 
twelve days after the King had 
written Pope Pius IX from his 
‘apital in Florence his belief that 
the Papacy ‘should maintain 
upon the banks of the. Tiber, a 
glorious See, independent of 
every human sovereign.’ 

“| have found inquirers im- 
pressed when told that even 
though the Pope has been depriv- 
od of his temporal power he is 
accredited as a temporal sover- 
eign. He is so recognized today 
in the law of Italy and by the 


in the Vatican. This recognition 
is set forth in what is known as 
the ‘Law of Guarantees’ enacted 
by the Italian Chamber of Depu- 
ties after the King had made 
Rome his capital. This ex-parte 
Law was an insult added to in- 
jury. It was intended to right 
Italy with the civilized powers of 
the world and to pacify Cath- 
glics. It settled 3,225,000 lire 
annually upon the Pope. This 
allowance, which amounts today 
(without counting the interest) 
to 177,875,000 lire, has never 
been accepted by the Holy See, 
The acceptance of the Law of 
Guarantees would have been 
equivalent to a recognition of the 
right of Italy, ex parte, to deter- 
mine the territorial rights of the 
Pope. Rather thar to submit to 
this indignity and injustice five 
Popes have been prisoners in the 
Vatican. 

“To the superficial thinker this 
one-sided enactment might seem 
fair. But during the world war 
its lack of justice and infringe- 
ment upon the independence of 
Christ's Church was clear to ev- 
erybody, when, in 1915, the rep- 
resentatives to the Papal Court, 
from countries at war with Italy, 
found it necessary to depart to 
their homes. 

“In answering affirmatively 
our belief in the temporal power

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THE CHURCH AND THE HOME. 

The sanctity of the home has deen founded and protected, 
throughout Christian civilization by the Catholic Church. If 
those, -.'\o criticise the Catholic Church so severely, coultl but 
fealize iser influence in the home and family life, they might | 
remove some of their prejudice and pay to her the tribute that 
is her due. 

By the stern position She has ever assumed in regard to 
divorce and re-marriage, by Her upholding the dignity of the 
marriage state, by Her insisting that the joining of a Christian 
man and woman in holy wedlock, constitutes a Sacrament, the 
Catholie Church lays the foundation for the home that is sacred. 
There, woman is given her rightful position, there, authority 
and obedience reign. There, the life of the child is cared for. 
God's law is insisted upon; the rights and the duties of husband 
and wife are clearly outlined and the chief purpose of matri- 
mony is unfolded to those who enter this state of life. And all 
these are but so many safeguards thrown around the life of the 
child. The Church protects the life of the unborn child. She 
ti ches the value of one immortal soul, She says to parents:

ou shalt not kill,” She remitids them of the wish of God ‘DANGERS CONFRONTING THE 


in their behalf. 

: When man sees the light of day, when a tiny, slender thread 
holds him to earth, it is then that the Church takes him in Her 
arms in Baptism and makes him a member of Her great family. 
In Baptism, man becomes a child of God, an heir to the King- 
dom of Heaven, :astored to the friendship of God. By this sa- 
cred rite, man becomes a member of God's true Church. He re- 
eéives the gifts of Faith, Hope and Charity. He receives the 
privileges of membership as he assurfies the obligations con- 
nected therewith. 

As the child’ grows, he not abandoned in his struggle 
for salvation. As the infant must be clothed to protect 
its frail body against the rigors of the weather, so is the 
soul strengthenedby the grace received in Coffirmation. The 
child becomes a soldier of Christ, armored with the grace of God, 
to fight more effectively the enemies of his soul in its struggle 
for eternal happiness. 

_ But even as the soldier wearies and grows weak, the child 
grows tired and faint. To protect the spiritual life of the child, 
the Church offers him the Bread of Life, the Bread that came 
down from Heaven, the Manna of the soul. Christ, our Savior, 
said: “He that eateth My Flesh and drinketh My Blood, abid- 
eth in Me and I in him.” The Catholic child is fed this Heav- 
enly Food. He communes with Jesus Christ Himself. He is 
urged to communicate frequently that he may the better over- 
come temptations. Nurtured by the Bread of Life, his standards 
are lofty, it is easier for him to practice virtue afd to make 
progress in following the Crucified Savior by carrying his cross 
daily. 

3ut when the soldier is wounded, then it is that he needs 
the assistance of a physician; thus, too, in this spiritual combat. 
Christ realized the weakness of human nature ; He knew the 
force of temptation. He Himself said: “The spirit, indeed, is 
willing, but the flesh is weak.” Man is liable to fall through 
human frailty. How can he be reconciled to God? Our Savior 
said to His Apostles: “Whose sins you shall forgive, they are 
forgiven them; and whose sins you shall retain, they are retain- 
ed.” It is in the Sacrament of Penance that man’s soul is recon- 
ciled to God. 

There must be leaders in the army of Christ. There must 
be those who are in the world to direct us, but apart from the 
world. We must have leaders who recognize the will of Ged and 
who will fearlessly tell us what is the will of God in our be- 
half. In the Sacrament of Holy Orders, the Catholic Church 
promotes the welfare of society by elevating to the sacred 
Priesthood those whom She has trained to be leaders of men in 
the vast army of Christ. It is the more perfect. life as our Sa- 
vior told the young man of the Gospel. The very life of self- 
denial, the life of restraint, of self-effacement, must, inevitably 
affect the lives of the people. The influence of the Catholic 
priest, holding the position that he does in the hearts of his 
parishioners, is a most powerful one for good. 

And in that vast army of Christ, there are those who are 
on the firing Jine. They are doing God's will in the rearing of 
children; they are fulfilling the aims and ends of matrimony. 
All these are not left to their own devices. They, too, have a 
special assistance from God. .When a young Catholic man and 
woman pledge their loyalty to each other on their wedding day, 
Christ bleases that union and grants to it a special grace that 
will enable this young man and woman to bear patiently all the 
trials of life and to fulfill the duties of their state of life. 

When the evening of life draws near and man is face to face 
with eternity, his mind is filled with solemn thoughts. If he is 
seFious-minded, he knows that Heaven is a place of everlasting 
happiness; he knows that nothing unclean can enter there; 
he knows that through human frailty, he has sinned and he 
knows that upon the Judgment of God, depends his eternity. 
But he is not left aione in this hour, The Sacrament of Extreme 
Unction brings him the grace to meet death bravely and be 
reconciled to the decree of God and to place his trust and con- 
fidence in the all-merciful Savior. 

The whole Sacramental system of the Church promotes the 
welfare of man. The Seven Sacraments are so many channels 
of God's holy grace bringing down from the cross, where He 
purchased our redemption, the graces for which our Savior 
bled and died. All of these Sacraments Christ gave into the 
keeping of His Church according to the Scriptures and Tradi- 
tion. If the Church fails in Her sublime mission sometimes, 
must we charge that Her teaching is wrong and that Her sys- 
tem is a failure, or must we rather attribute some of these 
failures to human weakness, to the deceits of Satan and to the 
opposition of Her enemies, for Christ foretold that as He had 
met with grave opposition, so would His Church. The Apostles 
were put to death for preaching Christ and Him crucified. The 
Church is persecuted today, though She is the greatest bene- 
factor of the hurian race.

‘The fact is that hone of the students 
of the problem, not evén the physi- 
cians, have évér perfected any method 
of birth control that is physiologically, 
psychologically and bidlogically sound 
in both principle and practise.’ Dr. 
Sylvester R. Leahy, director the meén- 
ital elinic of Catholic Charities in, New 
York, and professor of psychiatry in 
the Fordham School of Social Service, 
speaking of his experietice in the ¢lin- 
ic with nervous cases of parents says 
(Ninth National Conference of Cath- 
clic Charities, p.. 180): ‘lL hope T shall 
fiot shock this assemblage when I 
say that the majority of these ner- 
vous conditions are caused in the par- 
ents by contraceptive measures.’

Let people have 
small families if they think it good, 
‘or large families if they think it bet- 
ter, but do not let them incessantly 
destroy their idea of what is admit- 
‘tedly good for the sake of what is 
admittedly bad. It is bad enough to 
modify a good truth to suit a bad 
fact: it is intolerable when the fact 
is merely a fashion. It is most intol- 
erable of all when it is not only a 
fashion that will change, but. a fash- 
ion which we are actually trying to 
change.”
